U.K. gov’t 
cracks down 
on tobacco 
advertising 


government 

. last week served notice on Britain's 

tobacco manufacturers that they 

mut tone down their advertising 

and promotion or be subjected to 
governmental licensing. 

Health Minister Dr. David Owen 
seid in a written reply to a 
parliamentary question that he is 
starting consultations with the 
tobacco industry, the medicines 
commiasion — a semi-governmental 
body — and the independent scien-' 
tific committee on smoking and 
health about the government's wish 
to take. ἃ firmer grip on the sale of 
tobacco. ' 

“While there can be no question of 
banning the sale of a product used by 
half the adult population,’” Owen 
said, “the government believes the 
way in which tobacco products are 
made, gold, described and avertised 
must be subject ‘to the same con- 
siderations as other drugs of addic- 
tion which can be dangerous to 
health.”" ἡ 

At present the only governmental 
restriction on the sale of tobacco in 
Britain is that every pack of 
cigarettes sold in this country must 
carry the statement: ‘“‘Warning by 
her Majesty's government. Smoking 
can damage your health." 

All advertisements for cigarettes 
also may bear the notice “Every 
packet carries a government health 
warning." idee 
Owen said the government has a 
responsibility to introduce 
safeguards designed to minimize the 
risks to health of smokers who cannot 
give up the habit and to ensure that

ple — totake up the habit.

The sources said there was con- 
siderable dissidence among the ranks 
in Angola, and a surge of anti- 
leftist feeling among troops could 
prompt the open disunity of Por. 
tuguese - forces. Until now, they 
have obeyed orders to stand by in 
“active neutrality” while warring 
black independence movements took 
the colony to the verge of all-out 
civil war. 


More than 500 persons have died 
in the two weeks of urban warfare 
between the Soviet-backed Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of An- 
gola and the Zaire-based National 
Front for the Liberation of Angola, 
which uses arms supplied by Pe- 


The Popular Movement has routed 
the Front forces from the capital 
and sent Front ministers and off. 
cials from a moderate third African 
group, the National Union for the 
total independence of Angola, pack- 
ing from the provisional government 
in the capital. 

The daily “Comercio” newspaper 
yesterday urged the immediate re- 
turn from Lisbon of Portugal's mili- 
tary commander in Luanda, Lt. Col. 
Hector Almendra. The newspaper 
said his presence was necessary, to 
shore up confidence and prevent 
the spread of dissent among Por- 
tuguese troops. 

Portuguese administration sources 
said a disorganized metropolitan 
military presence could tempt the 
dominant Popular. Movement to dec- 
lare independence unilaterally with 
its own, newly equipped urban 
armies, ahead of the November 11 
deadline for Lisbon’s pull-out.

_ Nurse’ s specialty: Taking 
fear out of childbirth

at the Tel Aviv Hilton for a 12- 
day “vacation,” Rosalind 


_ Weindling, a maternity nurse, 


went to the desk and asked what 
bus to take to Tel Hashomer 
Hospital. Sitting at the pool is not 
for her, she said, over the objec- 
tions of her husband and the 
hotel personnet. 


Armed -with her New York 


State nurse's licence, her 
employee card from Lenox Hill 
Hospital in New York and her 
nursing cap, Mrs. Weindling 
went first to Tel Hashomer and 
then to the Jaffa Government 
Hospital, where she not only 
observed but actually went into 
the delivery room: “I'm not in- 
terested in delivering babies. In 
fact, I'm not even interested in 
that end of the mother. I stood at 
the head of the bed talking to 
her, encouraging her, telling her 
what to do to make a childbirth a 
less frightening and more 
gratifying experience." 

The day before she left, Mrs. 
Weindling did sit in the Hilton 
lobby long enough to tell me 
something about herself and her 
ideas on maternity nursing. ‘I 
had been an English major in 
college. and afterwards. worked 
in the theatre. Nursing was the 
furthest thing from my mind. 


But my own experiences in 


childbirth led me to decide that I 
wanted to help women have a 
more gratifying birth ex- 


perience. When my first child ᾿ 


was born, I told the doctor I 
wanted to be as awake and in- 
volved as possible. He said ‘yes’ 
but when I got on the table he 
gave me a shot from which I 
didn’t wake up for two days. The 
second time I ἃ doctors 
and had ‘a much better ex- 
perience... 

“I went ta the Maternity 
Institute in New York, did a lot 
of reading and began giving 
prenatal courses to expectant 


mothers. But because I wasn't 2. 


licensed nurse, I couldn't accom- 
Pany the mothers into the 
delivery room. When my 


children were grown up enough. 


not to need me at home, I went to 
nursing school.” . 

Ber current job at Lenox Hill 
Hospital is mainly assisting 
mothers who choose to breast- 


feed their babies. However, she - 


does accompany her “‘students’’ 
from pre-natal courses to the 
delivery room when she can, to 
help them put into practice what 
she has taught them. 

As for her opinions on materni- 
ty nursing in Israel, Mrs. 


- Weindling stressed that people 


from abroad should not judge 
Israel against their own home- 
town yardsticks. ‘It's like the 
tourist who complains that he 
can’t get a hamburger and a 
milkshake here. If that’s what 
interests him, he is wasting his 
money travelling... The way 
things are done here 15 right for 
Israel; it may not be right for 
New York, for instance. 


“When I first walked into 
hospitals here, I was taken 
aback by nurses without 
stockings, wearing sandals with 
their toes out. But then I 
realized that it would be impossi- 
ble to comply with the dress 
demands which are made on us. 

“The same thing is true of ac- 
tual nursing care. Maternity 
nurses here give their patients 
really warm, loving one to one 
care. That is hard to do in a 
place like New York where the 
population is large and where 
you are hemmed in by very 
specific legislation spelling out 
exactly how things are to be 
done. The way of life is more 
casual here so the relationship 
between maternity nurse and 
patient can also be more per- 
sonalized.'' 


At the Jaffa Gavernment 
Hospital, Mrs. Weindling did see 
one thing which surprised her. In 
her own work, she uses an in- 
strument called a fetuscope 
which enables the nurse to listen 
to the baby's heart during the 
birth process by putting one end 
of the instrument on the 
‘mother's stomach and the other 
in the nurse’s ear. ‘'Here, they 
use something which looks like 
an hour glass. It is about six in- 
ches long and put alongside 
the mother’s stomach, so the 
nurse must bend way down to 
use it. I told Hana, the head 
nurse, that I would send her a 
fetuscope. I know she's happy 
with what she's using, but even if 
she puts the fetuscope in the 
closet and never touches it, I 
would like her to have one at 
least. Besides, I'll need it when I 
come back.”

The API did not explain the wide 
variations. But it pointed out that a 
number of factors have counteracted 
the sudden jump in total net income 
of the 25 companies which came with 
the steep rise of oil prices over the 
winter of 1978-1974. 

The API said much of the profit 
bulge just after the Arab-led price in- 
creases of 1973-1974 was due to the in- 
crease in the value of oil inventories.

TRIBUTE TO METULLA 


METULLA, which will celebrate its 
80th birthday next year, has been a 
border outpost since its foundations. 
We owe its settlers a debt of 
gratitude for their quiet resolve and 
tenacious endurance during three 
generations. . 

But like all local authorities, the 
Local Council of Metulla is subject to 
the scrutiny of the State Comp- 
troller. Perhaps because the village 
is so far away, 262 km. from 
Jerusalem, 198 from Tel Aviv, his

names. 

Among other settlements in Emek
